GIRL GARKOTTERS. 


A Frightful Story of Depravity from the 
Slums of Chicago. 
By Telegravh to the Post-Dispaton. 

Cuicaco, October 4.—A terrible story of youth- 
ful depravity was unfolded to-day by the arrest of 
five little girls for larceny. Maggie Doyle, aged 15; 
Theresa Garrig, 14; Kate Hammodd, 15; Mollie 
Sairnsky, 16, and Kate Novock, 14, were arrested on 
the complaint of Sam Yuen Sing, the keeper of a Chi- 
nese laundry at No, 151 North Ciark street. The 
girls live with their parents, and pretended each 
day, as they left home, they were going out to work 


in different establishments. They are poorly 
dressed and show a pro whic h is seldom seen 
in children. The girls had organized into a regular 
band, known as the “Chosen Five,” for pillaging the 
Chinese laundries. e Doyle was elected Cap- 
tain, and planned all the work. Three weeks ago 
the police arres girls,and they were fined 
$100 each, but their fines were suspended on condi- 
tion of good behavior. This had no effect on thei, 
and they procured chloroform and visited a num- 
ber of laundries, three of them going into the back 
rooms with the employes, while the others chloro- 
formed and robbed the proprietors. They secured 
$10 50 from Sam Yuen Singin this way. In court 
one of the girls admitted they had been visiti 
Chinamen, and that a doctor named Reynolds, with 
whom they had been intimate, gave them chloro- 
form. A number ae inamen have 
been arrested, and about twenty-five more are said 
to be implicated.. The girls were sent to the Bride- 
well in default of $100 fine. Reynolds is looked 
upon as a reputable physician in the neighborhood 
where he vractices: The girls told stories against 
one another in git] fashion, and their narratives 
showed a fearful depravity.

Numpers of ' létters are received daily at the Post 
Office which are misdirected. half-directed or on 
which the addresses are almost illegible. The of- 
ficials try every means in their power to send them 
to their destination without resorting to the dead- 
letter office at Washington, where is the only au- 
thority to open them outside of the sender or re- 
ceiver. There is a special department where such 
letters are placed and where the most expert guess- 
ers and decipherers are kept employed. If the let- 
ter be directed to some person in the city with an 
uncertain address, the names are read out to the 
assembled carriers and the one who knows of the 
person takes the letter and delivers it or directs 
where it should be delivered. Nearly all local let- 
ters are easily delivered in this way, no matter what 
mistakes may be made in addresses. But there are 
numbers received to be forwarded which require 
skiliful work to discover where they are bound for. 


Soms curious blunders and omissions may be 
found in the vast quantities of mail matter passing 
through the office, Sometimes everything except 
the State, or the county, or the town, or the name 
are omitted from the address, and the wits of 
the clerks are put to severe trials. Not long ago a 
package was received directed to a young lady in 
lllinois, her county enly being given. The package 
appeared to contain an album, and the official di- 
vined that it was a present and would be followed 
by aletter. He proved to be right, for a lettter 

on the heels of it to the same name, but, curi- 
ously enough, the town only was written on the let- 
ter. The clerk wrote out the full address on the 
letter and forwarded it. A few days afterward he 
telegraphed to the postmaster, asking if such a per- 
son lived there. The answer came back at once: 
“Yes, and she wants her bundle mighty bad.” 


Tue dense ignorance of foreigners about Ameri- 
ca is noticeable from the letters received from 
abroad. Towns, counties and States are located in 
the addresses with the most reckless disregard for ge- 
ography; in fact. the prevailing impression in Europe 
seems to be that the geography of America is direct- 
lytne reverse of the actual facts, and also that every 
one in America knows every one else and that it is 
only necessary to mention a name and State to have 
a letter promptly delivered. New Mexico is fre- 
quently made to embrace some half dozen States 
and Territories, and letters are received addr essed 
to people at such and sueh a ranch in Texas and 
Nebraska, as if the names of the ranches in the 
country was a matter of common school education.

The statistical society is collecting statistics with re- 
gard to labor, land and ¢apital conditions in all 
parts of the world, for the use of the convention. 

Tu'Cafe dela Rotouche in the Palais Royal,one of 
the historical relics of Old Paris, is about to be de- 
stroyed. It was founded as far back as 1702, by a’ 
vallet of Louis XXI, named Cuisinier, and was fre- 
quented at first by the ladies of the commune and 
Bohemian artists. The place was then known as 
the Cellar, and was famed for the beauty of the pro- 
prietor’s wife, Afterwards as the meeting place of 
the delegates of peace, it was called the Peace Pa- 
vilion. It wasa favorite dueling and quarreling 
place for French and foreign officers during the in- 
vasion, and became notorious in this way. The 
building will be taken down as soon as the present 
lease expires, 

THe people of Stonehaven in Kincardineshire, a 
popular seaside resort, are agitated over a rather 
singular matter which hag been occasioned by some 
zealous clergymen who insist on preaching at the 
hour when bathing is most indulged in by the visi- 
tors. There is no evidence that the good people ob- 
ject to the preaching per ge, but they charge that 
the preachers always choose the place for holding 
services on that portion of the beach whieh is re- 
served for ladies who wish to bathe and that the pul- 
pit commands an excellent view of the nymphs 
playing in the water and on the beach in costumes 
not suitable for mixed company. It is regarded as 
peculiar that such places should be the only ones 
which satisfy the clergyiaen, and the attention of 
the town council has been called to the matter with 
a view of preventing its recurrence. 

Taere is- imminent danger of war between 

Paris and the rest of France arising from 
& warm dispute between the Municipal 
Council and the Minister of the Interior. 
The official residence of the Prefect of the Seine 
has always been in the Hotel de Ville, where apart- 
ments have been set aside for his especial use.

The 
Minister annulled the resolution, and ordered the 
Prefect to remove tothe hotel before the middle of 
October. The councillors feel outraged, and de- 
clare that they will prevent such action on the part 
of the Prefect if they haveto die forit. Paris is 
watching the outcome of the struggle with interest 
and amusement, 
Tue American newsboy would have a short career 
in Paris, especially if he should attempt to sell sen- 
sational newspapers, There is a remarka- 
ble law in France providing that 
vendors of newspapers or pamphlets | shall 
not be permitted to cry outanything but the titles 
of the publication, and especially prohibiting the 
calling out of the contents, particularly if they be of 
a sensational nature. The Police Department have 
called the attention of the officersto this law, and 
has ordered its strict enforcement. Another curi- 
ous order of the Prefect which has been promul- 
gated, forbids the exhibition of deformed children 
and unnatural people and monsters of any kind. 
The order is having a disastrous effect on cheap 
museums, as most of their attractions are drawn 
from this class of people.

Frequentiy such a scene 
ended in a battle, when if one squaw 
was lucky enough to get more than the rest thought 
she ought to have. they would attack her on all 
sides, pulling her hair. scratehing and digging their 
nails into her flesh until the blood flowed.”

“The announcement that the celebrated Munkacsy, 
consi@red by many tobe the greatest painter of the 
age, Wad lost his reason, has arounsed a great inter- 
ést in bis life among the art-lovers of this country. 
The most readable description of his life ever print- 
ed im an American journal was published in the New 
York Wor LpJast week, and from the interesting ac- 

t there given the following concerning the early 
peso of this remarkable man is taken: “On the 
nérthesst boundaries of Hungary.” says the writer, 
Mr,.N. Thornu, “in the County of Bereg, is-a small 
town of 8,000 to 9.000 inhabitants named Munkacs. 
The town snrrounds on three sices the famous fort 
of Munkacs, which is erected onthe eummit of a 
rogky yromontory, and served for along time as a 
prison for polttical forfeiters. Alexander Ypsilanti 
was detained there a number of years. During the 
revelutionary movement in 1848 the Hungarian reb- 
els succeeged in investing the fort and expelling the 
“Austrian karrison. In the morning following one 
‘of the rencontres between the regular troops and the 
rebels im the streets of Munkacs, early passers-by 


found among the dead and wounded men a crying 


child, a baby boy, who cduld not give any informa- 
tion concerning his origin and whom no one was 
able to identify. 

, THE DESERTED CHILD. 

The child, was brought.o a_ public institution, 
christened on the day of St. Michael, and called 
Michael Munkacsy because he had been found in 
the streets of the town, After the boy left school 
he was apprenticed to a cabinet-maker through the 
care of the municipality, but the planing bench and 
the chisel.had little attraction for him, and all his 
moments of leisure, as well as the time he could 
steal from work, he spent in drawing, being his own 
teacher... By and by his master complained to the 
town authorities of the laziness of his apprentice, 
“who did not work, but lost his time in soiling paper 
with, allsotts of curious figures and portraits.” 
wealthy citizen hearing of the fact, went one day 
to the shop and asked the biushing boy to show him 
his skt@tches. The consequence was that young 
Michael was taken away trom the cabinet-maker 
‘and sentteé a profess.onal school, where he ac- 
quired, besides the principles of drawing, the ele- 
mentary knowledge of languages aud science. In 
due time the same gentleman enabled him to fre- 
quent the Academy of Dusse.dorf, where he be- 
camb, 2nteF the direction of Profs. Knaus and Vau- 
tier. the great artist who has held since 1867 the 
lead in the’Salon of Paris.” 

Mr? Tnomas concludes his narrative as follows:

This will indeed be gratifying news to 
all interested in military matters. The new First 
Regiment has never yet been seen in public to ad- 
vantage, and it is years since so large a body trod 
the streets of St. Louis. The parade isto be given 
Wednesday night, when the Mexican Veterans are 
also to turn ont, the First Regiment escorting them 
and taking the right of the line. The line of march 
has not yet been settied, but it is safe to say that it 
will be only along the illuminated streets. The 
crowds will be great that night and the streets wiil 
be filled with people, but every precaution will be 
taken to have the:streets cleared from curb to curb, 
so that the companies can marchin platoons and 
perform a greater number of evolutions than they 
could in a more limited space. The criticism of the 
public will be invited to the bearing and skill of the 
soldiers, not to their appearance, as in the maiter 
of uniforms the regiment is ny thing but gorgeous. 

THE OLD WARRIOR, 

General Sherman,has once more endeared himself to

Outline of the Subjects to be Consid- 
ered at Baltimore. 


Additional Religious Information—Sunday 
Subjects—St. Agatha’s New Church—Re- 
ligious Notes and Personals. 


The almost assured presence of Archbishop Ken- 
rick at the primary council at Baltimore which will 
meet the second week in November lends a deeper 
interest to che deliberations of that bodv, and there 
is much inquiry as to the subjects which will engage 
the attention of that august body. The outline of 
the work before the Council as authoritatively an- 
nounced shows that no official consideration will be 
given political affairs; and that nothing will 
be discussed that has not a 
quite direct ecclesiastical bearing. The 
old question of church and state will not be ob- 
truded. Temperance will figure Jatgely and the idea 
of the council will be to encourage true temperance, 
but-not in any way to aid prohibition or any system 
of restraint that interferes with personal freedom. 
The question of schools will be brought up only to 
devise ways or‘assisting Catholic educational insti- 
tutions, and nothing will be done looking to an at- 
tack upon the public school methods, The central 
wish will be tosecure more harmony in each diocese 
in the matter of text books, which 
are now of various kinds ° in 
each diocese, this resulting in needless confusion 
and expense. A council will probably be recom- 
mended for each diocese to select be tem etec., with- 
in their jurisdiction. The rights of the clergv, espe- 
cially of the parish priest, will be much extended as 
regards the question of transfer; but on the other 
hand, their duties will be inereased, in that a rule 
will probablv be passed making it necessary for 
priestly candidates for certain places to stand an 
examination. The bishops will also be relieved oy 
the institution of ecclesiastical courts, to which all 
charges against a clergyrfian’s character 
must be submitted, and which will 
also have a voice in deciding upon his transfer. 
Heretofore guch matters have lain wholly within the 
disposal of the Bishop, A rule relating to the ad- 
ministration of ohurah affairs will very likely be 
passed, designed to preclude the possible recurrence 
of a scandal like the one at Cincinnati, involving 
Archbishop Purcell. Among the minor points which 
will be touched upon, will be the publishing of ad- 
monitions againse divorce and recommending the 
sacrament of marriage, and the observance of the 
festivais and days of obligation in 
general will be made more uniform 
throughout the United States. As it is pow one fast 
day here may not be the same in New York, or, for 
that matter, just across the river. Concerning 
ehureh music, the style of Gregory the Great will 
be renewed as rendered by the St. Cecilia Associa- 
tion. and though it will not be ordered used it will 
certainly be strongly recommended. There will also 
be published suggestions about public festivals, 
pleasure trips and excursions. tending. to the con- 
servation of the highest propriety and. good order. 
Immigration agents, after the manner of the Prot- 
estants, will aiso be established at the principal 
ports to look after the new arrivals, 
Steps will also be taken to promote the wurk among 
the nevroes, 

The first plenary council was held at Baltimore in 
1852, and the second in 1866. Those ertitled to ad- 
mission to its sittings inciude every arehbishop and 
abbott, prominent ecclesiastics of the other orders,
